HEREDITY SOLE 
BASIS OF CANCER, 
SCIENTIST SAYS 


Draws Inference from 
Long Experiments. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 30.—(/)—

| announced by leading exponents of 
'medicine and genetics today during a. 
(symposium on cancer conducted at. 
| Yale university by the American 8o-; 
\clety of Zodlogists. These conclusions |

| That cancer is not an infectious ll 
| ease. 

That cancer cannot be developed ex: | 

cept by persons in whom there is a. 
‘hereditary cancerous strain. 


| No Spantaneous Inheritance. 
| That even persons tainted at birth | 
/with a cancerous strain cannot develop 
ithe disease spontaneously, > =t only ' 
‘through the agency of environmental | 
factors, chief among which is frictional ; 
| irritation. , 
The first was expounded by Dr. 
James D. M. Murphy of the Rockefel- 
ler institute for medical research. Dr. 
L. C. Strong of the Bussey institute, 
Harvard university, supported Dr. 
Murphy in his finding. and added his 
convictions on heredity, which were 
disputed, however, by Dr. James 
Ewing of Cornel university. 
Another announcement of signifi- 
cance was that of Dr. Halsey J. Fagg 
of the Cornell medical college, who 
reported that experimentation with 
mice and study of the clinical history 
of two hundred cancerous mothers in- 
dicated that the nursing of babies has 
little if any effect in producing cancer 
of the breast. Abstention from nurs- 
ing, on the contrary, he believed had a 
noticeable effect in increasing cancer- 
ous susceptibility. 


Question Germ Theory. 


In connection with recent published 
reports that Dr. William E. Gye of 
London, in collaboration with Dr. J. E. 
Barnard, had succeeded in isolating the 
cancer germ, Dr. Murphy warned sci- 
entists that “ observations of this na- 
ture will require perhaps years of eare- 
ful analysis with parallel biological ex- 
periments before any final judgment 
can be passed on them.”

Hawking seems to be almost univer~- 
sal; you hear it everywhere. This fam- 
ily hawks and spits all around the out- 
side of the house, but mostly on the 
neighbor’s side. And always while she 
is having her meals she has to hear it. 
She has tried arranging her meals when 
they would not be coming outside, but 
there is no time; they come outside ex- 
pressly to hawk. There are chickens 
all around there, and, of course, many 
flies. If the hawking was done inside 
the house it would not be quite so bad, 
and if they used papers to spit in and 
burned them up it would be much more 
sanitary. This woman has considered 
selling her home, but so many people 
are hawkers that she would have no 
way of knowing whether she would be 
any better off.

Board Criticized by Lieu- 
tenant Governor.

Lieut. Gov. Fred E. Sterling’s views 
on the subject of paroles for convicts 
were aired yesterday in his own news: 
paper, the Rockford Register-Gazette, 
one of the leading papers of downstate 
Tilinois. 

In a long editorial Mr. Sterling's’ 
paper criticized the practices which 
have governed the administration of 
the parole system under Gov. Len 
Srnall 


While the criticism was in mild lan- 
guage, politic‘ans, particularly those in 
Mr. Sterling’s home town, regarded the - 
editorial as significant. It indicated, 
that Mr. Sterling and Mr. Small might 
differ in some of their opinions on state | 
affairs. Some even suggested that it 
might be evidence of an impending 
break between Sterling and Small, 
who have been so closely associated 
in the state treasury interest suits. 


In Line for Small’s Job. 

If Small is ousted, the gubernatorial 
mantle will fall immediately on the' 
shoulders of the lieutenant governor, 
who lets it be known what he thinks 
about handling the le system. 

Mr. Sterling’s edit discussed the 
convention of the [llinois State’s Attor- 
neys’ association in Chicago, where 
State’s Attorney William D. Knight of 
Rockford put through a resolution call- 
ing on the parole board to notify prose- 
cutors of parole hearings and put an 
end to secret paroles. 

Will Colvin, head of the parole board, 
who had clashed with Knight on the ;
